Your electric service will not be affected. You'll still have the same reliable power throughout
the project’s duration.

We'll let you know before construction starts on your street, so you can make travel and parking
arrangements ahead of time. We'll send out mail and put up signs around the neighborhood with
details about how construction may affect you or your business.
